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THE SUN'S CORONA.
From the Londen Spectalor,

One problem after another presented by
the study of the sun has been mastered by
astronowers and physicists, They have asocer.
tained what are the substances of which his
globe is constituted, they have learnt some.
thing of the condition in which those sub.
stances exist; they have deteoted the scerat of
the rose-colored prominences which spring
suddenly into view when bLis orb is eclipsed,
Later came the simultaneous discovery by
Janngen and our ingeniond countryman Loclk
yer, that the spectriun of the prominences can
be studied when the sun is nol eolipsed, a
discovery frnitful in promise, if it has not yot
bronght with it all Lthe results which had been
looked for. More important still was the in-
vention by Mr, Huggins, fioels princeps
anmongst sstronomioal spectroscopists, of a
method by the prominances can
gaen (‘‘not merely rendered sonsible,” na
John Herschiel justly says) by means of the
spectroscope, 'Lhus it has become possible
to inspect the figare, and what 1s yet more
striking, the of fignre, of
pmazing objeots Astronomers have availed
themselves at ones of this ingenious meathod,
and so far ag the prominences are concerned
little seems loft to be discovered.

But one imposing phenomenon presented
during total solar celipses remains yet to be
imterpreted. I'he crown of glory which sad-
il 1:1}' bursts into view when the sun's orb is
totally concenled, has 1-1'1»’::-«1 a source of per.
plexity tonstronomorsand physicisteuntil now,
and wny, perchance, yet foil their attempts at
explauation for many years to come, It has
been regarded ns a lunar appendage by some,
ns asolar appendage by others, while others
agnin have snpposed it to be merely an opti-
cil phenomenon. In Aungust, 1509, daring |
the eclipse which offered such important in-
formation respecting the colored promi-
nenees, the corona was left nuinterpreted, In |
August, 1864, though several ebrervers seru-
tiviized it attentively with the powarful instra.
ments now available to the astronomer, it
still foiled their eflorts, The question which
is perhaps of all others most in the thoughts
of Lhe astronomer, is whether the observa-
tions to be made during the eclipse of De- |
cember next will suflice to master Lhis stab-
born problem. !

If woe consider the matter aright, we ghall |
seg that the solution of the difliculty can |
hardly fail to afford most interesting infor-
mation respecting the physieal habitudes of
thie sun, nay, even respecting relations affect-
ing the whole econommy of the solar sys- |
tem. MHeparded as a solar appendage, the |
corona 1s, in some h‘--:.!sr-f'tn‘. llm most amaz- |
ing object within the limits of the plrml-inry |
gochewe, It has been seen (under favorable
gonditions) o extend several deprees from |
the eclipsed sun; and a degree, in the case of |
an object sitnated nt the san's distance,
corresponds to a length of seventesn hundred |
thonsands of miles. When we remewmber
that the object, whatever it is, is not a mero |
plane surface (18 one 18 so apt to conocsive in
reparding a phenomenon of the sort), but |
surronnds the sun on every side, we begin to |
recognize the enormous volume which it |
oceupies, Those radiations whose structure
i g0 perplexing are in reality enormous |
atrenms of wmatter, whether coutinuous or |
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dircrete remains yet to be determinad.

These streams, {oo, are nol necessarily |
directed towards or from the sun, ag one is |
apt to suppose from their ordinary aspect, |
it is nol even probable that they are so situ-
ated, since obeervers of repute have noticed |
that the radiations of the corena are not sym- |
metrieal. 1

Is it =afe to hozard a guess as to the real |
nature of the coronn, when a few months
may afford posilive information respecting
its structure ¥ Let us consider what we koow
already., It has sometimes happened that
astropomers have remained in doubt respoot-
ingz a problem whose solution was in reality
in their hands, Galileo was content to remain
perplexed Ly the strange changes of Saturn's
appearance, when it was possible for him to
have anticipated by simple reasoning the dis-
covery of the real nature of the planet's ap-
pendage., The predecessors of Sir W. Her-
schel suffered discovery after discovery to
escape them, because they would not be at
the paing to disenss in full their own observa-
tions, The wonderful success of that great
astronomer was due to his appreciation of the
fact that observalions can only be fraoitful
when snbmitted to serutiny and analysis. It
appears to us that the observations already
made upon the corona only require careful
consideration to reveal with tolerable distinet-
ness the real uature of this object.

Setting aside the theories which associate
the corona with the moon or with our own
atmosphere, as altogether untenable in the
face of recent discoveries, let us inguire
whether we have any reason to believe that
the portion of space apparently occupied by
the corona is really tenanted by material sub-
stance. We cannot suppose that a solar at-
mosphere of any sort occupies this region,
For it is incredible that objects of such a
nature as the colored prominences—flames
thousands of miles in height—should sxist at
the bLottom of an atmosphere whose depth
must be estimated by hundreds of thousands
of wiles, and which would be sabjesct also to
the enormons attractive energies of the sun's
mass. If our own atmosphbere, with a pro-
bable depth of sbout a hundred miles, and
attracted only by the relatively insignificant
forces of terrestrial gravity, is yet capable of
exerting & pressure of nearly a ton on every
square foot of surface, how inconceivably
vast would be the pressure of an atmosphere
thousands of times as deep (even supposing
the visible bounds of the eorona to indicate
its true limits), and attracted by the sun, at
whose surface four of our pounds would
weigh s hundred-weight !

The material particles, then, which form
the corona must be of such a nature as not to
press tewards the sun, In other words, they
must travel around him. As to the nature of
these motions, we are led by the irregular ap-
pearance of the corona to believe that the
bodies forming the corona travel in paths
baving every variety of form.

Thus we are led to the conclugion that they
must be somewhat of the nature of those me-
teoric bodies which reach our own atmo- |
sphere. We know that the meteors reach ns
along paths so eccentrie in fignre that many i
of these bodies must have come from beyond
distances exceeding those at which Uranus |
and Neptune circle round the sun. And what
is more to the purpose, we know that large
numbers of those which are intercepted by
the earth would otherwise have passed to the
immediate neighborhood of the sun. |

Now for one meteor which the earth inter-
cepts there must be millions on millions
which pass on their course, past her path,
without being interfered with by her. And
for each meteor-system which passes close
past the earth's track there must (according
to all reasonable probability) be millions of
systems which make no such approach. Is
il conceivable that these conntless millions
of meteors and meteor-systems, undoubtedly
existing in the sun's neighborhood, should
remain wholly invisible when the sun is

eclipsed ? Bupposing them—bridliantly illn

But if thie be the case, wo should expect
that some trace: of the outlying porlions of

ble after sunset and before sunrise. We find
accordingly, that there ean be traced in the
evening towards the west, and in the morn-
ing towards the cast, that faint Inmibous
gleam known as the zodiaoal light. This light
UTOWS l»\"f::ilh-l towards the borizon banenth
which the sun lies at the time. Are wo to
suppose this incrense of Tlight stops short
suddenly at tost peint? It is reasonable to
vonclude, on the contrary, that the light in
oroases in brillianey up to the very place
oocnpied by the sun,  So (hat
have evidenco sccounting salisfantorily for
the existence of a glory of i round the
sun during total eclipscs.
